The Democratic Tammany machine in New York railroaded 
the Unemployed Delegation of March 6 to three years in 
the penitentiary. Tammany policemen brutally attacked the 
Unemployed Delegation to the City Hall on October 16. The 
Tammany Mayor of New York insulted the unemployed. 
Capitalist lawyers buy judgeships from Tammany and use 
them to jail the workers.

The plant does not employ 25,000 
as they are trying to make us be- 
lieve, but only around 15,000. Never- 
theless, tens of thousands of work- 
ers were hired by the Victor RCA. 
Why? Because after laying off 
thousands of workers who worked 
for “high wages” of 36 cents an 
hour, they re-hired them for 32c. 
Conditions are so terrible, wages are 
so low, that the workers are dis- 
satisfied and waiting for action. 

The lay-offs have started already 
in our factory and will continue 
much more in the near future. At 
the same time, the bosses in order 
to get more business for themselves 
worked out a good scheme playing 
on the fear of the worker that he 
will lose his job. I was called in by 
the foreman to the stockroom and 
he showed me an old modeled radio 
which looked terrible, something like 
an ice box. This came back prob- 
ably from the dealer who could not 
sell it. 

I was told that in order to assure 
my job I must help business—in 
other words, to buy a radio. The 
boss told me that they would sell 
me this radio for $125 withoyt the

The North Carolina Election 
Campaign 


HE increase in unemployment and the sharp- 

ening crisis in industries has forced some 
very important admissions on the part of the 
spokesmen of the capitalist class. The Char- 
lotte Observer of the 2ist of October admits 
that “part time operations prevailed in a num- 
ber of major, industries in the Cardlinas af- 
fecting a large number of laborers.” This state- 
ment of “part time” employment of the major 
industries; if we add those industries shut down 
completely we will have a conservative estimate 
of over a half million workers actually out of 
work in the state of North Carolina. In the 
city of Charlotte the Ford plant has been run- 
ning three days a week, three wecks a month. 
These workers who are considered to be “em- 
ployéd” ones according to the census of the 
labor bureau, but in reality are unemployed. 
the fertilizer plant has worked only about one 
week within the last two months. The South- 
ern Railway system is preparing a big lay-off 
within the next few days. The Reynolds To- 
bacco factories of Winston-Salem, are working 
only 4 days a week and are planning to close 
certain departments entirely. 

The same Observer reports a surplus of labor 
in all industrial towns in the state. ö 
Misery Amongst Workers on the Increase. 

The misery and suffering of the workers, espe - 
cially the Negroes, has increased with the in- 
creased unemployment. Even the State Health 
Bureau reports 137 cases of pellagra in the state 
and admits that, “this is due to the unemploy- 
ment situation.” The number of pellagra cases, 
however, is much greater. Sixty cases of pel- 
lagra were uncovered in Carhart, a mill village 
with a population of only 300 workers. There
